__° THE DISTURBANCES EN. CENTRAL CHENA. - 


—. 


The “news that has’ filtered through concerning the 
outbreaks at, Wuchang aud Ichang sheds another illumina- 
ting ray upon the internal condition’ of China. It 
demonstrates again that_the problem of the soldiery is at 
the rvct of ‘the country’s present troubles. Only a few 
weeks ago the Tuchuo here concerned. Wang Chan-ynan, 
was one of the triumvirate gathered at Tientsin, ostensibly 
for the consideration of Chinas difficulties. in reality, as 
it would seem. for the war lords’ own aggrandisement. 
But Chang Tsv-lin vot such a big share of the plunder that, 
with Tsao Kun also taking substantial toll, there was not 
much‘left for Wang. who accordingly found himself in a 
predivainent, ashe had been swelling the number of his 
tréeps in order to take rank with the super-Tachuns, 
without having the wherewithal for the soldiery’s mainten- 
ance. The ambitions’ of a ‘Tuchup. manifested in the 
expansion of his forces. were thus’ the cause of further 

Adisturbances of the kind that have dislocated the order of 
hings in China during recent vears. though it happens in 
this case that the outbreak arose,not-in respect of the 
upkeep of the troops, but in regard to thetr disbandment. 

" Wang's army bad become swollen to dimensions 
altogether beyond his or the province's financial capacity, 
consequently some change had to be made, and the Tuchun 
decided upon the’ discharge of certain regiments. Then 
‘came the question of pay. the, soldiery’ looking for a bonus 
as well as arrears, either for the purpose of enjoying 
themselves, or, it may be. in order to set up in civilian life. 
This is a further point in the soldiery question. large and 
unecessary bodies of coolie-soldiers being kept under 
arms for lengthy periods so that they are at a loose- 
end when their discharge does take place. In this 
instauce’ Wang wouldn't or couldn't pay the troops 
what they considered a satisfactory bonus, the sum of 

"twenty dollars being deemed quite inadequate. and the 
. Gisbanded troops proceeded to indemnify. themselves by 
wholesale looting, accompavied by widespread damage and 
loss of life on both sides. Of the gruesome sequel. swith its 
“. impromptu executions in the typical Oriental spirit and 
: the massacre of a train-load of the mutineers, ‘one can only 
« gay that it is of a piece with the present state of things in 
China. Whether one feels much compassion for the 
mutineers, the “ loyalist ” troops merit strong reprobation. 
‘It isnot certain whether the latter were carrying out a 
savage reprisal on ‘behalf of Wang when they turned 
machine-guns on the train-load of disbanded soldiers as 
these reached a railway-station, or whether they were 
fundering on their own account. One version is that 
Wang telegraphed instructions for the massacre; another 
is that the “loyalists” committed the atrocity for their 
wit behoof, the other routineers being allowed through. as 
the quantity of loot they carried was not worth capturing. 
(There. was @ strong case for a court-martial of the 
‘mrutineers ; sheer butchery is another matter. 

: European and Japanese merchants were among the 
‘sufferers, but apparently their residential quarters were 
apharmed, as also were their persons, a matter for con- 
‘gratulation where slaughter was rife. Wang lost no time 
in placating these victims with the promise of a repar- 

ations committee, which is satisfactory as far as it goes, 
“though a committee is not’ the same thing as cash, com- 
psation iri reapect of a previous ontbreak ‘being still in 
tbeyance. But the outbreaks at Ichang and Wuchang are 
‘merely syinptomatic of an evil common.to the country. 
‘The jurist, Dr. Wang (no relation to the Tuchun), proposes 
‘that the soldiery be ulttlised for the construction of roads. 
‘This idea of converting superfluous troops into a kind of 
sroductive. force is. so admirable’ on the face of it" that 

e may be a disposition to dismiss. the proposal as a 

sel of perfection, Surely the suggestion merits’a 

cond glance.

Matters Educational. 


Thera was quite a deal of inter- 
esting reading in the report of 
the meating of the Board of 
Education held on Friday after- 
coon. It was revealed that the 
montter of vernacular education 
has been vary carefuly considera- 
tion by the Director of Education 
and his recommendation that a 
Inrely increased sum be spent in 
subsidies is one that will bave 
the hearty support of all who 
tecogoise that in the matter of 
educating its native children this 
Colony is sadly in arrears of 
what it sbould have accomplish- 
ed. There are those who main- 
tain that until we have 
complete system of free and com- 
palsory education for every 
child we shall not have reached 
the height to be aimed at. . But 
to have increased the Govern- 
ment’s assistance to vernacular 
education by’ nearly $30,000 by 
which 205 schools are to be ass’st- 
ed instead of 89 is a step at which 
everyone will rejoice. Regarding 
the reports on the English Schools 
(presented by a Committee which 
weht very carefully into the 
whole of the seven institutions 
under that head) one canrot 
help feeling that -whether 
the Board as a whole agrees 
with the reports ia fete 
or not the headmasters of the 
schools concerned should have 
opportunity of seeing them with- 
out the deleton of a Iine. 
Whether tboss reports are’ all in 
critical tone or whether some of 
them are landatory the public 
will: not, presumably; have an 
opportunity of. knowing, but io 
fairness to the heads who are 
trying to run the schnols t2 the 
best of their ability thay should 
be given ano opportunity of know- 
ing, the Committee’s opinions. 
Only by knowing the full opinions 
of the Committee will head- 
masters or headmistresses be able 
to effect the improvements that 
aro most desired. And the public, 
too, ought to have ac opportunity 
of knowing at least the gist of the 
Committee's opinion. The public 
bas an opinion of its own regard- 
jag some of our English schools 
which is by no manner of means 
complimentary—not through the 
fault of the masters or teachers 
but through Government niggard- 
liness both as regards staffing 
and equipment. But we shall be 
content to be told nothing so long 
as wesee, ond at no very distant 
date, a genuine attampt made to

Before I move the adoption of 
these resolutions I desire tomake 
afew remarks showing the growth 
of the back since “its opening.
